DIES: IN PARIS, 


A Long Life Spent in Lessening 
Human Ills. 


HIS GREAT DISCOVERIES. 


‘The Homage Paid Him by the World's : 


Scientists at the Celebration of 
His 70th Birthday. 


PARIS, Sept. 28.—Prof. Louis Pasteur died 
this evening at 5 o’clock at Garches, near 
St. Cloud, in the environs of this city. He 
had suffered from paralysis for a consider- 
able period of time. About eight days ago 
he sustained a violent paralytic stroke, and 
yesterday suffered ‘still another severe at- 
tack. He grew*worse rapidly, and remained 
in a comatose condition during his last 
hours. ; 

At 6 o’clock this afternoon he expired. 
The end was absolutely without pain. His 


wife dévotedly watched his bedside. His 
son, his physician, his daughter and his 
son-in-law, M. Valieryradot, and two grand-

Pasteur was born at Dole, in the Jura, on 
Sept. 27, 1822, entered the university in 1840, 
the Ecole Normale‘in 1843 and took his doc- 
tor’s degree in 1847. His first appointment 
was professor of physics at Strassbourg. 
In 1854, as dean, he organized the newly ere- 
ated faculty of sciences at Lille, in 1857 un- 
dertook the scientific direction in the Ecole 
Normale and six years later took charge 
of the departments of seology, physics and 
chemistry at the Ecole des ux-Arts. 

Pasteur’s researches lative to the 

Olarization of light won the Rum- 
ord medal of the Royal Society of London 
in , and in he was elected one of 
the fifty foreign members of that society. 
He obtained the Legion of Honor in 1853. 
In 1861 he gained the Jecker prize for his: 

ublications on chemistry up to that time, 

n 1874 the National Assembly awarded him 
a life Annuity of 12,000 francs, chiefly for 
his. investigation on fermentation, for 
which and his other useful researches he 
réceived the Albert medal of the Society of 
Arts in 1882. In April, 1882, Pasteur took his 
seat among the forty illustrious members 
of the French Academy. Upon Ernest Re- 
nan devolved the task of vering the ad- 
dress of welcome. ‘‘You are at the present 
time, sir,’ said he, “ditecting your studies 
upon hydrophobia; you are searching for 
the microscopic germ which uses it. You 
will find it. Humanity will owe to you the 
suppression of a terrible disease, and. also 
of that mistrust that is always-present to 
some degree to the mind when we permit 
the caress of the animal that is man’s 
grateful and familiar friend.’’ 

Pasteur has been a devoted student of 
science, especially of chemistry, and his 
discoveries have been most important. Up 
to 1854, according to most authorities,among 
whom Liebig was, perhaps, the most emi- 
nent, ferments were nitrogenous substances.

one recognized ferment asa living body,and 
consequently subject to certain laws, which, 
when once known and followed, converted 
the ferment into a useful instrument or 
disarmed it of its obnoxious powers. To the 
manufacture and maladies of the wines 
of France, Pasteur contributed not theories 
alone, but positive knowledge, which, ‘at 
trifling cost, abolished the causes of wine 
disease, which were ravaging the famous 
manufactories of France.

tries of France, Pasteur labored to estab- 
lish the truth of his theory, that the dis- 
ease existed In the moth and was a definite 
organism, airectly communicable from one 
worm to another, and that exemption from 
infection was a sure and simple preventive 
for the maladies that had wrought financial 
ruin in so many communities, and'this ex- 
emption, he showed, was certain if proper | 
regard was given to cleanliness, tempera- 
ture, food gnd the destruction of all un- 
healthy we ° 4

His next work was the investigation of 
splenetia, fevers, @ disease fatal to flocks 
and heran communicable from animals of 
one species of those of another, even to 
man. On. the Continent the germ theory 
of disease was gaining eround. Pasteur, 
not being a physician, hesitated for some 
time to encroach upon what might be con- 
sidered a physician's domain; but genius 
is universal, and genius Pasteur had. In 


Germany, Koch had shown that while cer- 
tain jauxiler animals infallibly were killed 
by the parasite of.splenic fever, birds de- 
4 it. The suggestion this presented to 
Pasteur was too enticing te be overlooked. 
His reason once satisfied as to the cause of 
of this immunity in_ birds, that it existed 
in the fact of the higher temperature of the 
blood of fowls, nothing but experimental 
proof could satisfy him. This he was speed- 
ily able to obtain, and the parasitic origin 
fowl cholera. was established. 
In his experiments in this direction he 
first obtained what is known ifn scientific 
terms as “attenuated virus.’’ Jenner's dis- 
covery of the prevention of small-pox by., 
the introduction of vaccine into the sys- 
tem, by this means exhausting, s0 to speak, 
thé soil and rendering it inert under the in- 
fluence of the more powerful disease, is but 
one equation in the general problem which 
Pasteur had grasped, and which he applied

Pasteur’s researches into the causes and | 
| ‘ot have prot serv-' 


ed to make his name more widely known 


than any other work he undertook. In this 
work he was most laborious and painstak- 
ing. He tried many thousands of experi- 
ments upon animals to ascertain in what 
species the poison developed most readily, 
and in what it was diminished in virulence. 
Thus he found that by inoculation from rab- 
bit to rabbit the virulence was increased. 
On the contrary, in passing from the dog 
to the monkey, and from monkey to mon- 
key it is decreased, and if a dog is thén in- 
oculated with this “attenuated” virus thus 
produced, the disease ts much milder. He 
was thus able to procure a virus which 
would occasion such.a mild form of the 
disorder in a dog that the animal was not 
seriously ill, and yet was ever after pro- 
tected from the poison, whether by bite, 
by inoculation or any other method. The 
experiments of Pasteur were considered of 
such importance that the French Govern- 
ment appointed a commission to examine 
the subject. In its papers the committee sus- 
tained steur, but confessed ‘itself not 
yet satisfied that human_beings could be 
protected in this manner. In a commitiniea- 
tion to the Intérrnational Medical Congress, 
in 1844, Pasteur, who was, perhaps, the 
most celebrated of all scientists there as- 
sembled, declared that he was ready to 
demonstrate the possibility of protecting 
human beings by inoculation after this 
method, and that he would do go, should 
he find any one who were willing to place 
themselves under his care. 

The scientist made steady advances in his 
work, and when, in,188%, it was announced 
that he had discovered a cure for hydro- 
phobia, it was regarded as one of the 
greatest feats of the age. Since that time 
he has become more famous than ever. 
The treatment has been successful in a 
number of cases in Paris, in New York and 
elsewhere. He has successfully treated a 
number of children bitten by dogs sent 
from America to Paris. 


In October, 1888, the Pasteur Institute was 


opened at 25 Rue Dutot, Paris. The funds 
to support it were secured from interna- 
tional subscriptions, and soon reached the 
sum of $520,000. Pasteur Nved at the in- 
stitute, where he could. be found at all 
hours of the day.

Ideut. Col. Samuel M. Whitside, com- 
mandant at Jefferson Barracks, has been 
deposed and in his stead Lieut. Col. Guy. V. 
Henry, of the Department of Texas, has 
been ordered by Secretary of War Lamont 
to take command of the post. 

This step is absolutely without precedent 
in the United. States army and has created 
the greatest surprise at Jefferson Barracks. 
When it shall have become known through- 
out army cities in other parts of the coun- 
try the same surprise will be manifested. 
Col. Whitside had no warning of the blow. 
He is of the same rank as his successor, 


and thus the appointment of Col. Henry | 
appears all the more as a direct personal 
slap at him. He had been at Jefferson Bar- 
racks but two months and was just getting 
his plans nicely shaped. They will now be 
either undone or ‘finished by Col. Henry. 
Col. Whiteside is as yet undecided as to 
his future course. He has received no 
ordes to go elsewhere and from _ private 
sources he has learned that the War De- 


| partment will allow him to remain at his 


resent post as the subordinate of Col. 
iene if he sees fit to do so. He declines to 
state his plans and, while he speaks very 
highly of the officer who’supplants him, he 
also declines to criticise the'‘action of his 
superiors in Washington, though it is plainly 
to be seen that he does not at all relish his 
position. 

The first intimation Col. Whites'de had 
of the change in his future came through 
one of his subordinate officers, Acting Adju- 
tant Lieut. Rivers. There had been a two- 
line dispatch from San antonio printed in 
one of the local papers stating that Col. 
Henry had bee nordered to Jefferson Bar- 
racks. This caught the eye of several of the 
officers on duty there. It became the talk 
of the post. Men and officers all knew it, 
but Col. Whiteside was unaware of what 
had happened. “ 

Friday afternoon Lieut. Rivers decided 
that it was his duty to let Col. Whitside 
know, and he showed him the dispatch. 
The Colonel was gteatly astonished, and 
could not believe that such could be the 
case. He had only come to the post in Aug- 


4 ust, and he had worked hard to improve its 


condition. No complaint had ever been 
made against him, as no correspondence on 
the subject had ever been entered into 
with him, and he could not understand if. 

Yesterday morning the question was of- 
ficially settled by the receipt on his part 
of an army order signed by Lieut.-Gen. 
Schofield, which stated that by the author- 
ity of the Secretary of War Col. Henry 
was transferred from the Fifth Cavairy 
to the Third, to become the commandant 
at Jefferson Barracks. Immediately on his 
arrival here he is instructed to report to the 
General commanding the Department of 
the Missouri. 

This order puts Lieut.-Col. Hen in 
command of the Third Gavalry, as Col. An- 
son G. Mills is away on detached servide. 
He is now in Texas ng for his com- 
ing North.

The latter, however, would consent to no 
reform which would leave the House of 
Lords in existence, with the power of re-’ 
ecting or modifying bills adopted by the 
Teonee of Commons. It is thought possible, 
however, that the Radicals might be in- 
duced to accept as an alternative of aboli- 
tion some reform .measure which would 
leave the House of Lords the mere power of 
referendum to the people regarding any bill 
which they might decline to accept.

ALL MEXICO I$ STIRRED UP. | 


Sympathy With the Rebels Spreading 
and War With Spain a 
Likelihood. 


Spe tial to The Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO CITY, Mex., Sept. 28.—‘‘Cuba 
Mexicana” ig already an immensely popular 
cry in this country. The excitement here 
over the insurrection on the island is grow- 
ing and it is fanned by that large section of 
the press that advocates the annexation of 
Cuba to Mexico. ‘Trouble may ensue at any 
time, and it may embroil this Government 
in a war with Spain. 

DIAZ FOR ANNEXING. 
Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—A New Yorker 
just returned from Mexico, said on Cuban 
matters: “The whole press of Mexico has 
taken up the cry and created enthusiasm on 
the subject among the population. The peo- 
ple have already came to look on the island 
as part of their territory. It is true that 
the government kas made no declaration 
on the matter, but yau may take my word 
for it that all this talk in the papers 
emanates directly from Diaz,.and is put 
forth as a feeler. There is not a newspaper 
in the country of any influence that is not 
subsidized by the government. Diaz is not 
only favorable to annexation, but is en- 
thusiastic about it.. Tihs I_ heard from a 
friend who discussed the matter with the 
president. 

Diaz aspires to go down in history as 
the most fllustrious of the Presidents. It 
is an open secret that he is determined to 
enlarge the territory of his country. But 
Mexico has even stronger reasons than ter- 
ritorial enlargement for looking longingly 
at Cuba. That island is enormously ric 
and Mexico needs an increased exchequer 
sorely... The condition is substantially this: 
Kither Cuba or ruin,.or at least imminent 
danger. 

Senor Palma, diplomatic delegate of the 
revolutionary party, when asked if Cuba 
is likely to be annexed to Mexico, answered 
with much emphasis: ‘No, sir. If she se- 

-cures her liberty Cuba does not propose to 
risk it again by annexing herself to the 
United States, to Mexico or to any other 
country. We are not fighting for that. 
When we win our last battle we will set 
up a government of our own. That will be 
better than being annexed to any one or 
anything.”’

Im the contest 
every Spaniard was killed. The feeeling 
towards irregulars on the part of the Cu- 
bans is bitter, for during the ten years’ war 
they were noted for their brutality, sparing 
neither women and children. detach- 
ment of irregulars under command of Capt. 
Perrez Restra fell into the game trap. 
When he found his men surrounded he or- 
dered them to charge through the enemies’ 
lines. There were forty-three of them, but 
only eleven estaped. The Guardia Civil 
constitutes a portion of thé standing army 
maintained by Spain in Cuba. They are 
the best soldiers on the island, and they 
are hated by the insurgents. The latter 
never treat prisoners from the Spanish 
regiments of the tine otherwise than kind- 
ly, but there ig war to the death with the 
Guardia Civil and the irregular cavalry.

FOLLOWED BY DETECTIVES. 


Close Watch Kept Upon Cuban Agents 
Said to Be in St, Louis. 


For three weeks Hugh McConnell, a New 
York Pinkerton Wetective, and Senor Alvarez, 
of the Spanish Government Secret Service 
Headquarters at New York, have been in 
St. Louis watching Alejo <Artegas and 
Enrique Moreno, representatives of the 
Cuban Junta. The latter two came to St. 
Louis, it is alleged, to raise recruits, sub- 


scriptions and arms for the Cuban revolu- 
tionists. Senor Moreno arrived about three 
weeks ago and was closely followed by Mc- 
Connell and Alvarez, news of his arrival 
having been wired the Spanish agents at 
New York. Moreno was entertained by a 
Cuban sympathizer at the latter’s residence. 
He Is the same man who, according to Buck 
Taylor, approached him recently on the mat- 
ter of raising a band of bush rangers to 
join the revoiutionists. 

Last Friday Mr. Moreno left for Spring- 
field, Mo., and is supposed to be near that 
city now, although expected to return to 
St. Louis shortly. 

He has been commissioned by the Junta 4 
to raise 500 recruits in Missouri. 

About a week ago Mr. Artegas reached 
St. Louis. He came from New York, but 
had recently left the seat of war in Cuba. 
To him had been intrusted fhe purchase of 
arms for the revolutionists. e left St. 
Louis for Chicago Wednesday night, but 
he also is expected to return soon. While 
here he stopped at Hurst’s Hotel. 

After McConnell and Alvarez arrived in 
St. Louls they gave their confidents to 
understand that no negotiations could be 
carried on in or from St. Louis by repre- 
sentatives of the Cuban Junta. In spite 
of their boasts and alertness, they have 
been unable to interfere very materially 
with Moreno and Artegas, or even to aScer- 
tain any of their doings. Artegas had been 
in St. Louis but a few days when he secured 
the shipment of 2,000 Winchesters from a 
New Haven (Conn.) factory at a cost of 
$34,000, and these arms are now thought to 
be already on the sea en route to Cuba. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter questioned Senor 
Mariano Riviera, the Spanish Consul in 
St. Louis, yesterday about the movements 
of McConnell and Alvarez and Messrs. 
Moreno and Artegas in St. Lou's. Mr. 
Riviera jotted down the points furnished 
concerning operations here, but stated that 
he knew none of the persons concerned. He 
also expressed doubt at the reported suc- 
cess of Messrs. Moreno and Artegas.

At the banquet of the Southern Soci- 
ety in New York in 1890, the editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, in response to the toast, 
“West and South,” said plainly to a 
New York audience that the era of civil 
war politics, in which the sole hope of 
Democratic: success lay in an alliance 
between New York and the Solid South 
with New York always in the lead, was 
over. He pointed out that the interests 
of the West and. South are identical, 
while the interests of both are antagon- 
istic to the ideas and policies that domi- 
nate the Eastern section of the country. 
That speech was much derided and de- 
nounced at the time, but it directed at- 
tention’ to a fact which Mr. De Armond 
and others now see plainly. 

The plain truth is that the narrow 
strip of territory which fringes the At- 
lantic egst of the Alleghanies and north 
of the Potomac has been engaged since 
the foundation of the Government and 
is now engaged in forcing upon the coun- 
try ideas and policies that promote its 
own interests and work for its owy 
benefit, but which are distinctly hostile 
to the interests of the vast States and 
Territories west of the Alleghanies and 
south of the Potomac. The latter are the 
producing sections of the country. They 
produce practically all the country’s 
wealth, and their interests are for the 
most part those of producers and debtors. 
The narrow strip of territory east of the 
Alleghanies does not produce enough of 
the staple necessaries of life for the self- 
support of its own population. Its inter- 
ests are those of commerce and manu- 
factures—of middlemen who levy toll 
upon the products of the West and South 
on the way to their European markets 
and who also levy toll upon the return- 
ing European commodities which these 
products purchase. They .are also the 
capitalists of the country, whose inter- 
ests are identical with those of the money 
lending class of Great Britain and other 
European countries. 

It is not an accident or a mere casual 
occurrence that the monetary policy of 
Great Britain hag been adopted and is 
now passionately championed in New 
York and the adjacent States of the 
East. It is the result of a community 
of interests between the capitalists and 
trading classes on both sides of the At- 
lantic; and beyond doubt it is just as 
much to the interest of the moneyed clas- 
sesin New Yorkand New England toforce 
London’s monetary system omthe United 
States as it is to the interest of the 
bankers and traders of Great Britain. 

To recognize this is not to preach a 
new sectionalism. It is simply to facea 
fact which the: people of the West and 
South have been slow and reluctant to 
perceive, but which the Hastern States 
are now forcing ruthlessly upon the at- 
tention of the country.

- THE TORY REFORM TRICK. 

If, as the London Daily Chronicle ae- 
serts, the Salisbury Government intends 
to introduce a bill for the reform of the 
House of Lords, thd Conservatives will 
merely play one of their old familiar 
tricks on the opposition. 

For half a century or more since the 
reform element has been a power in 
English politics it has been the almost 
invariable policy of the Tory party to 
accept somd part of the Liberal party’s 
programme of reform when it has come 
into power. Beaconsfield was especially 
fond of posing as a reformer by intro- 
ducing some modified measure of reform, 
upon which in more radical shape the 
LiBerals had been defeated. | 

He regarded it as a shrewd stroke of 
policy to take the wind out of the sails. 
of the Liberals and place the Tory party 
before the country as a friend of reform, 
but as a safer agent in bringing it about 
than its more radical oppanent. The re- 
forms, however, were generally ridicu- 
lously inadequate, a mere patch on a 
worn-out garment, but they served to 
eatisfy the conservative Englishmen until 
the reform spirit gathered force enough 
to break down All barriers and sweep 
the country. It was part of the Tory 
trick to make an appearance of reform, 
while avoiding the genuine article. 

That Salisbury’s reform of thé Lords 
will resemble Beaconsfield’s attempted 
reform of the ballot by taking a few 
pounds off of the qualification rate goes 
without saying. It will be a mere make- 
shift, in which the essential character 
of the Lords as an hereditary privileged 
chamber will be preserved. Nothing 
more would be accepted by his party. 
But 'in recognizing the necessity of reform 
he may prepare the country and pave 
the way for a radical measyre after 
the next elections.

While it flatters the vanity of the 
Western world to approvingly regard 
Japan es a half-savage but apt pupil of 
Western civilization and to condescend- 
ingly offer her schooling in art, science 
and tical economy, there are points in 
which the positions might well be re- 
versed and Japan become the teacher of 
the West.

Three graves in the potter’s field. were 
opened yesterday under the direction of 
Chief, Sanitary Officer Charles W. Francis 
at the instance of Health Commissioner 
Max C. Starkioff. In ame of them an empty 
coffin was found, together with the corpse 
of a body which the records show-is buried 
in another place. The other two coffins 
were found, containing logs of wood. 

All three of the graves opened were those 
of patients who died at the Female Hospi- 
tal last winter, and whose bodies Maggie 
Daiton said had been disposed of. The in- 
vestigation resulted in the corroboration of 
the girl's story so far as it relates to the 
disposal of the bodies, and evidence going 
to show that Kerley is the guilty party is

RAILROAD LANDS. 


Relinquishment of Governor of : Min- 
nesota Refused by Government. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2. — Secretary 
Smith to-day refused to accept a relin- 
quishment offered by’ the Governor of he 
State of Minnesota for certain lands grant- 


ed to the State for the Hastings & Dakota 
Railway. The case is of more than or4di- 
nary importance. The company did not 
earn the lands in time, but as Congress 
never declared a-forfeiture, it is held that 
the lands could not be forfeited. The com- 
gs | sold its road to the Milwaukee & 
t. Paul company, but retained the lands. 
The Legislature of Minnesota declared the 
cRarter of the Hastings & Dakota for- 
feited, and the company went out of ex- 
istence, But by the operation of the Min- 
nésota Constitution it remained a cordo- 
ration for all legal purposes for three years, 
during which time the lands were assigned 
to Russell Sage, the principal stockholder, 
for the benefit of all the stockholders. Set- 
tlers to the number of 225 have occupied a 
portion of the lands, and about 60,000 acres 
are in dispute. In 1894 the Legisiature of 
Minnesota passed a bill authorizing the 
Governor of Mifinesota to relinquish the 
lands to the United States, which would 
make them public lands and secure the 
rights of settlers upon them. Secretary 
Smith rejects the relinquishment. The 
cases of the settlers will now be decided 
upon their individual merits. , .

STANDARD MUCH HIGHER. 


Medieal Colleges. Have Been Greatly 


Affected, and the Docters Are Now 
Fighting About It, 


The State Board of Health has made a 
new ruling to govern admission to the med- 
ical collegés of the State which has had a 
serious effect upon the city schools. It has 
been decided to demand a much higher 
standard of admission than that heretofore 
prevailing, so that the doctors who have 
diplomas from Missouri Colleges will be 
undoubtedly equipped after a fashion hard- 
ly paralleled in America. The rules as de- 


‘cided upon by the board read as follows: 


Conditions of admission to lecture courses: 

a) Creditable certificates of.good moral

Under the rule and resolutions no gradfiate 
of any medical college in the United States 
outside of Missouri can be admitted to the 
practice cf medicine in this State for the 
reason that all of them admit students on ' 
lesser qualifications than the board requires 
the Missouri colleges to enforce. ; 
Dr. H. W. Loeb, Secretary of Marion 
Sims College, estimates that fully eighty 
students have been sent away from St. 
Louis by the new regulations, and his guess 
is said to be so conservative that it does 
not reach the real facts. He believes that 
the loss to the colleges will amount to $5,000 


1,200 medical students in St. Louis, and 
only 400 new ones this year, a number that 
would be greatly larger were it not for the 
new rules. 

The loss, Dr. Loeb believes, will fall most 
heavily on the. Wqman’s Medical College, 
Beaumont Medical College University of 
Kansas City, Ensworth College of St. Jo- 
seph. None of these, however, have been 
So seriously affected thar they will not be 
able to go on with their usual work. 

Dr. Paul Paquin stated that the rule was 
passed solely in the interest of higher edu- 
cation in Missouri and to protect the pedple 
from men who are not qualified to hold 
physicians’ certificates. 

Dr. Lutz, when seen last night, made the 
following statement as to the position of 
the board in this matter: 

“The criticism of the action of the State 
Board of Health, made by spokesmen of 
certain medical colleges of this city, does 
not come umexpected,' and if ‘trouble is 
brewing’ fo rthe board because’ it has 
raised the standard of requirements for 
admission to the colleges of this State, we 
have had ample opportunity to arm our- 
selves. 

“In taking from the schools the privilege 
of making a thorough examination in the 
branches of a good English education the 
board acted deliberately, knowingly and 
with the intenticn of placing all the colleges 
upon an equal footing and with a view to 
granting a.ticense ‘to practicé’ médicine 
to those whose training gave reasonable 
assurance that the lives and health of the 
citizens could be entrusted to their care.

COURTMARTIAL PROBABLE. 


The Major's Story of His Troubles 
With Gen. Schofield, Whose Order 
of Arrest _Is Deemed Unfortunate.

WASHINGTON, - Sept. 28.—Lieut.-Gen. 
Schofield regrets exceedingly that he felt 
forced last night to.order the arrest of Maj.

“ LONDON, Sept. 2%. —The extraordinary 
hot weather has eclipsed all other topics 
in England this week. On Tuesday the 
thermometer indicated 8 degrees in the 
shade in London and 13 in the sun. The 
record is 20 degrees above the September 
average and four degrees higher than. on 
any previous day of this summer. The 


weather since Tuesday has shown little im- 
provement, the mercury on each day rising 
to 8 degrees or higher. There haye been 
numerous cases of sunstroke during the 
week and several fatalities have. resulted 
in various parts of the country. At New- 
market for the first October race meeting, 
opening on Tuesday, the heat has been ter- 
rible, 90 degrees in the shade having been 
recorded. his has had a disastrous ef- 
fect upon the horses and has greatly ogi 
fected the attendance at the races. Only 
handful of people witnessed the big race of 
the meeting on Thursday, the Jockey Club 
stakes, in which last year’s and thfs year’s 
Derby winners ran. The majority of men 
on the grounds followed the example which 
was set by Lord Rosebery and wore white 
flannel suits and carried white umbrellas. 
Tifroughout the country the suffering from 
heat has been extreme. In many large 
factories it was found necessary*to suspend 
work. In London there has been a general 
abandonment of frock coats and tail hats, 
and straw hats and suits of the thinnest 
material have been adopted in their stead.

Among his 
holdings are several down-town corners, 
one of them being the hyena, site of the 
building. The size of this lot, which is at 

resent improved with a five-story build- 
ng, measures 65xll4 feet. However two 
gets of plans have been drawn, making it 

ssible to locate the building on another 
ot, owned by Mr. Griffith, on Olive street, 
should’ subsequent developments change 
the present plans. 

The above is the work of several months 
negotiations, and careful study of the 
growth of the city. Mr. Griffith is here at 
hag rte: and says he ts more than favora- 
ly impressed with the present condition 
and future outlook for St. Louis. He has 
mo doubt about there being plenty of anx- 
fous tennants for such a building as has 
been proposed. 

He is anxious that St. Louis shall.,outdo 
the “Windy City” from a high-building 
standpoint. The proposed structure will 
be constructed of steel, iron, buff brick and 
granite. 

Prospective drawings of the structure

The Strange “Heitkamp Case” 
Recalled to Local Memory.

The death and burial last week of Mr. 
J.-B. Heitkamp of 1113 St. Ange avenue, 
the well-known South End capitalist, has 
revived the interest which all St. Louis took 
s0me twenty-five years ago in his father’s 


funeral, which was more than a two-weeks’ 
wonder when it happened. 

Henry Vogt, who was an old-time friend 
of Heitkamp’s, told the story yesterday, as 
follows: 

“Joe Heitkamp owned a large hotel on 
Fourth and Cerre streets,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
during and after the war made a great 
deal of money, for he was an able and 
lucky man. He owned the hotel and a 
great deal of property besides. He was a 
very strong Catholic. The first thing that 
attracted my attention to the case was a 
remark dropped by Mr. Michael McEnnis 
on ‘Change to me one day, when he asked 
me if I had seen Joe Heitkamp lately. I 
Said no, and asked him why. ‘Well,’ he said, 
*he was telling me a story the other day 
that made a deep impression on me, be- 
cause I saw what an impression it had 
made on him. He told me that for the first 
time in his life he was strangely worried 
about a dream, and while he usually paid 
no attention to that sort of thing, this 
one was so vivid that he could not but be- 
Meve there was something in-it.

HERE'S A QUEER 
SECT OF WOMEN. 


Bhe Colony.of ‘Sanctified 8is- 
ters” in Belton, Tex.

‘Located in the thrivig town of Belton, 
Tex. in the gqentral part of that state, is 
a curious colony of religionists, knawn as 
‘‘Sanctified Sisters,’’ or “Sanctificationists.’’, 
Three representative women of this order 
are at present visiting in New York Cty. 
They are Mrs. Martha McWhirter, founder 
of the sect; Mrs. Gertrude Scheebie, secre- 


tary’ of the co-operative institution owned 
ana controlled by these peculiar people, and 
the Treasurer, Miss Lizzie Holtzclaw. 

Lhis strange community of earuest women 
is the outgrowth ofa religious movement 
that has cut off its members from all inter- 
course with the world, and has even divided 
happy households, The doctrine professed 
by the women is of a very’ simple character, 
and embodies three essential principles—a 
life of celibacy, a CcOMmon property inter- 
est and an isloated existence. 

Among the members are those who prev- 
idusly were social leaders in their respec- 
tive towns, universally respected, and some 
of them were very wealthy. The original 
leader of the Sanctificationists, and their 
present head, Mrs. Martha McWhirter, is a 
woman of indomitable will. She was the 
mother of twelve children when first she 
conceived the idea of this new belief. Her 
husband naturally opposed her extraordi- 
nary views, and endeavored to prevent her 
from assisting in spreading them. But his 
objections were in vain. 

Nineteen yars ago the society assumed 
tangible form, and since that period a 
steady growth, financially and otherwise, 
has been made. History records no in- 
stance where stubborness, folly and fanati- 
cism have been so strangely intermingled. 
Stern devotion to principle, hero forti- 
tude and self-sacrifice have been d are 
controlling influences. In the early days 
of jhe society the women determined to 
raise money in order that the society might 
be self-supporting. Each employed a meth- 
oe of her own for accomplishing this re+ 
sult. 

It is strikingly indicative of their earnest- 
ness to know that one woman who had 
previously lived in affluence, bought wood 
as it stood in the forest, and with the aid 
of another sister cut the timber and hauled 
the fuel to market. Others accepted posi- 
tions as domestics in households in adjoin- 
ing towns, their earnings ing pooled for 
mutual benefit. Others sold country prod- 
uce, and a few took in laundry work to add 
a mite to the assets. 

No uniform is worn by the Sanctifica- 
tionists, nor have they ever adopted one. 
They dress plainly, and at one time wore 
bonnets similar to those worn by orthodox 
Quaker women, A little more latitude in 
the matter of dress has been allowed recent- 
ly, and modern hats have been received 
with favor. 

The community consists of thirty-two 
members, all of whom live eat the Central 
Hotel, in Belton. This building is their own 
property. The Central Hotel Company is 
a corpuration well and favorably known in 
financial circles, and represents the united 
interests of the colonists. The estimated 
wealth of the sect is $100,000. The hotel 
building and furnishings cost $60,000. The 
rest of their capital is distributed in smaller 
enterprises. 

It is the alm of the sisters to make their 
commuuity as complete within itself as it 
is possible to make it. With that end in 
view the entire work is done by the mem- 
bers, who have a systematic method of 
dividing labor. One of them will teach the 
children, One of the sisters is an expert 
dentist, and has an office fully equipped 
for working at her profession. The income 
from the hotel 4s the principal.source of 
revenue, but every investment seems to 
have been a ovrofitable one, rendering the 
organization self-supporting and entirely in- 
dependent. They are leaders in making pub- 
lic improvements, and all are among the 
most active and progressive citizens, always 
ready to advance the interests of the town. 
Mrs. McWhirter is a member of the Board 
of Trade and a director in the Opera-Houge 
syndicate of Belton. é‘ 

There is no formal worship of any kind 
practiced by the sisters, but daily devotion- 
al exercises are part of their creed, and they 
are also largely guided by “dreams.” A 
recital of religious experience by members 
forms a basis for all their important ac- 
tions. They also claim to be possessed of 
a delicate sense, which is their atest help 
and by it they detect mistak@ made, an 
through it correct them. 

They try to improve themselves intellec- 
tually, and are regular subscribers to the 
leading papers of the great cities. In their 
library are all the standard works, but the 
works of Tolstoi, Bellamy and other would- 
be reformers are most liked.

HOW 70 COLOR 
A MBERSCHAUM 


— 


Great Care Necessary With the 
Delicate Bowl. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Few smokers of meerschaum pipes are 
masters of the art of keeping them clean 
and giving them that beautiful color which 
makes the meerschaum the favorite of all 
pipe smokers. The word meerschaum is a 
compound of two German words—meer, 
sed, and schaum, foam, Meerschaum is a 
mineral clay found in Turkey and Ger- 
many. 

Pipe dealers will rarely tell about the 


fine art“of coloring and preserving your 
meerschaum. 

The most common complaint about a 
meerschaum pipe is that it will not color 
beautifully, even after months of most 
careful attention. If genuine meerschaum 
in a pipe does not take on a good color 
the fault is with the smoker. Ignorance is 
the general cause of the nasty,’ muddy 
discoloration of the fine clay. Another 
reason why a pipe turns out so badly is 
that the owner overdoes his smoking in 
his zeal to get it colored. He smokes it 
constantly. hen one pipeful of tobacco 
is smoked out he immediately refills the 
boll and goes on puffing. When warm 
from smoking he lays it on the marble man- 
tel to cool oft where it will be safe. It is 
with him night and day, and he s es it— 
particularly if he is an Englishman—in 
the cold street, the warm office and house. 

erhaps it is found broken in 
its case aan the owner wonders who has 
been handling it. He does not consider 
that meerschaum is susceptible to heat 
and cold, expanding with one and contract- 
ing with the other, and that a sudden 
change from heat to cold or cold to heat 
may have the most destructive effect upon 
it and even snap it in many pieces, partic- 
ularly if it be a most elegantly carved pipe 


One day 


Laying it upon a cold marble mantel will 
often cause it to break from the sudden 
contraction. Pipes of, meerschaum have 
frequently been kno to. snap off at 
the stem and drop from the mouths of smok- 
ers when they incautiously rushed from a 
hot room in winter into the freezing atmos- 
phere of the street. 

If you ever made an attempt to color a 
meerschaum pipe you may have noticed 
that in yeur eagerness to paint it a beauti- 
ful brown you have filled it again and again 
immediately after smoking and while it was 
still hot from the former charge of tobacco. 
You have noticed, also, that in a short time 
the pipe is burned and you have destroyed 
every vestige of hope that it may ever be 
colored. It will be well for the smoker of a 
meerschaum to know that the pipe should 
become ecold before smoking it a second 
time. The reason is easily explained. 

In preparing the meerschaum, after the 
artist has finished cutting the design and 
has shaped the bowl the finished pipe is 
boiled in wax. Wax is used for this purpose 
because it penetrates the pores and serves 
to keep the coloring matter in the pipe. The 
coloring matter is the oil of the tobacco, 
and not the oil of nicotine as is erroneously 
supposed. This ofl, of course, comes from 
the inside and not from the outer surface 
of the pipe. The oil of tobacco sinks into 
the meerschaum, which is of .a very fine, 
pordus clay. The oil is stopped by the wax 
before it is driven out by the heat to the 
outer surface. If it were not for the wax 
the coloring matter would pass out by ooz- 
ing to the surface and get rubbed or dro 
off and the pipe could never be colored. 
No smoker should try to hurry the coloring 
of a pipe, for the Wax will be driven out and 
the dry, raw clay will not color properly. 

The smoker should also remember that 
the nearer to the top of the bow] the wax is 
kept and preserved, the finer and broader 
will be the coloring. The pipe, therefore, 
should never be filled to the top. If this 
fact were more generally known among 
smokers we would not see so many meer- 
schaum pipes with a dirty brown color at 
the top, where the oil has been forced out 
by the great heat of the tobacco. 

In smoking the smoker should take long, 
slow puffs. The smoker should have a care 
not to handle the pipe with perspirated 
hands or fingers, as the sweat is injurious 
to the clay, having Acid in it. This perspira- 
tion on the pipe while heated will give the 
surface a mottled appearance which never 
can be eradicated, and the pipe will be 
agua for artistic purposes beyond redemp- 

on. 

Never cover the pipe with a coat of 
chamois leather. Chamois skin absorbs the 
wax and when the coat is taken from the 
pipe it is frequently found to be covered 
with blotches. Remember that the bow! of 
a meerschaum pipe should never be touched 
by anything while hot or even while it is 
warm.

Reading and Pennsylvania Likely 
to Have a Brush. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

The public has been regaled during the 
last two or three weeks by what bids-fair 
to be a never-ending discussion as to the 
relative speed merits of the American and 
English railroads. First the Yankee de- 
clares that he is supreme, and than comes 
his British cousin with an absolute state- 
ment that the regular average on some one 
of the lines running from London to a 
Scottish city has never been equaled, let 
alone excelled. 

Not one of these claimants, however, has 
tried to argue for an average speed of more 
than sixty-five miles an hour, and they have 
all shown extreme modesty as compared 
with the boomers for projected electric rail- 
ways. If these are to be believed, the time 


is not now far distant when Americans will 
be whirled across the continent at a speed 
of not less than a hundred miles an hour, 
which will easily and forever put to rout 
the English claimants for speed honors. 

Only a few weeks ago articles of incorpo- 
ration were filled for another electric ele- 
vated railroad to run between New York and 
Chicago. According to the prospectus the 
capital is to be $200,000,000, and the time 
limit between the two cities is to be so far 
reduced by the new scheme that travelers 
will never think of patronizing the old-fash- 
ioned steam roads again, 

The incredulous public, however, is in- 
clined to look upon these propositions as 
visionary, and no one has any idea that 
the present methods of travel will be guper- 
seded for many years to come. 

The international letter-writing contest 
between Lord Dunraven and C. Oliver Ise- 
lin was.a commonplace evént as compared 
with the competitive efforts of General 
Passenger Agent Daniels of the New York 
Central, and those who were interested in 
keeping the speed efforts of .the British rail- 
Poads before the public. The Yankee again 
seems to have the best of it, too, for there 
has been no answer to Mr. Daniels’ latest 
open letter. 

‘The fact remains,” he says, “that on the 
11th inst. we made. the fastest lorig-distance 
run ever made by any railroad, and on May 
10, 1898, we ran a mile with a regular train 
in the shortest time ever made by any rail- 
road. The fact that in 1888, when the first 
very fast time was made by the English 
railways, the speed was kept up for only a 
very short time, and the trains then placed 
on a much slower schedule, and that the 
recent race between the East and West 
Coast routes was continued for only about 
a week, and the rate of 4 te then lowered 
very materially, should have considerable 
bearing upon this whole subject. Until the 
weight and capacity of the English trains 
are kmown to an absolute certainty, and 
they have been run for some time regular- 
ly, and have demonstrated by actual per- 
formance that they are able to make the 
time regularly, they cannot fairly be com- 
pared for regular speed with the four years’ 
record of the New York Central’s Empire 
State express.” 

A convincing answer to this has not been 
received, but there is little need of wo ng. 
The British agents are great letter-writers 
and it is not to be expected that they will 
give up the struggle until they have had 


the parting shot, 

The date has not yet been set for the speed 
trial on the Philadelphia and Reading, but 
it is quite Hkely that this road’s distance- 
destroyer, No. , will be put through its 

aces within the next week or two.. This 

comotive, which comes from the Baldwin 
shops at Philadelphia, has never been tried 
at top speed, but in its regular work it has 
shown so great a capacity for og mg Gee on 
the rails that its designer has high 
for it. If it fails to show a higher rate of 
speed than its rivals on the New York Cen- 
tral, it will begbecause figures cannot be so 
adjusted as to show results. Bngineers and 
superintendents of motive power have an 
IncoeaeaRE ne way of accomplishing these 
things. 

As soon as the Philadelphia and Readin 
has set Ms a record between New York an 
Philadelphia it is quite certain that a set 
will be made against it by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, which is the Reading’s deadly 
rival, and from that time on there will be 
so much to occupy the public’s attention 
that the British roads wi 
gotten for the time being. 

Just as the trainers of race-horses eve 
their charges trial gallops before starti 
them in great races, the Pennsylvania ~ 4 
ficials have already given one of their new 
express locomotives a preparatory whirl 
from New York to Philadelphia. It was given 
out with marked distinctness that the ob- 
ject of the run was simply to test the en- 
gine and fuel, and not to make or 


a record, 

After the trip it was announced that the 
ninety miles between the two cities was 
covered in ninety-eight minutes, and that 
many of the miles were traveled in less 
than a minute each. On the next attempt 
the officials say they will cut this attempt 
down considerably.

WAR ON THE 
WICKED WEEVIL. 


Uncle Samto Stamp Out This 
| Insect. 


—_

The pernicious weevils are making them- 
selves so obnoxious in this country that ex- 
pests of the Department of Agriculture 
are now engaged in making a special study 
of them. Every year they destroy many 


millions of dollars‘ worth df stored cereals 
in granaries and elevators. In fact, the 
question how to fight them is one of seri- 
ous and growing economic importance. 
Strange to say, very little scientific atten- 
tion has been directed to these insects up 
to date, and not much is known about them. 

It is reckoned they cause an annual loss of 
over $1,000,000 in Texas.alone, and in 1893 
the corn crop of Alabama was damaged by 
them to the extent of $1,670,000. 

There are about. forty species of these 
insects, some of which are béetles: and 
others moths. Nearly all of them are as- 
sisted immigrarts, having been imported 
from abroad in cargoes of grain. In this 
manner they have been distributed by 
commerce to all parts of the world. 

Three of the species actually live in the 
kernels, while the others feed on the starchy 
contents. Grain infested by them ts unfit 
for human consumption, and has been 
known to cause serious illness. It is poi- 
sonous to horses, and is not wholesome even 
for swine. 
able and nutritious. The moths especially 
are so prolific that the progeny ofa single 
pair in a twelve-month will number many 
thousands, capable of destroying several 
tons of grain. Fortunately, the increase 
of these pests is checked to some extent 
by natural enemies, among which are spi- 
ders that inhabit mills and granaries. In 
the fields they are preyed upon by birds and 


ats. 

One of the worst of these insects is the 
familiar “granary weevil,” which is men- 
tioned in the Georgics of Virgil. Its rav- 
ages made it known long before the Chris- 
tian era. It ig native to,the region of the 
Mediterranean. Having been domesticated 
for so long a time, it has lost the use of its 
wings. he female punctures the kernel 
with her snout and inserts an egg from 
which is hatched a little worm that lives 
in the hull and feeds on the starchy interior. 

Quite as bad as this beetle is a moth that 
comes from the Mediterranean region also. 
The larva, which is known in the United 
States as the “fly weevil,”’ does most injury 
to corn and wheat. In six months grain in- 
fested by it loses 40 per cent in weight and 
75 per cent of its ytd matter. Incident- 
ally, itis rendered totally unfit for food, and 
bread made from wheat infested by the in- 
sect is said to have caused an epidemic re- 
cently in France. The pest was noticed in 
North Carolina as early as 1728. 

Another wicked imported bug is the “rice 
weevil.” It originated in India, whence it 
has been distributed by commerce all over 
the world. At present it does as much harm 
as any other known insect, being a serious 
pest in the Southern States. In thet ics 
generally it does enormous damage. or- 
merly, when long vo es were necessary in 
importing grain from the Hast, it frequently 
destroyed whole cargoes, having plenty of 
time to multiply. The adult heetles of this 
species cause much trouble In storehouses 
and groceries by invading boxes of crackers, 
cakes, yeast cakes and macaroni and bar- 
rels and bins of.flour and meal. They can 
subsist for months on sugar, and some- 
times they burrow into ripen peaches and 
grapes. 

A new ep coerarer has recently at- 
tracted attention in this country, and has 
earned for itself the title of “scourge of the 
fiour mill.” It is the “‘Mediterranean flour 
moth.” ‘Phe caterpillars spin webs which 
make the flour clotted and lumpy, so that 
the machinery in the mills becomes Ye 
and has to be stopped for a considerable 
time. The larvae prefer flour or meal, but 
t flourish also on bran, prepared cereal 
foods and crackers.

Arbitrary Blue Laws of Colonial 
Days.

The attempt to enforce the ill-advised 
sumptuary laws in New York has given 
that city a taste of the old Puritan spirit 
and recalled in some degree to a cosmopol- 
itan community the “blue laws’’ of another 
age and condition. 

The laws which answer to that name 
arose in different places out of different cir- 
cumstances, and the American public owe 
to the Rev. Samuel Peters the popular no- 
tion of such a code. His so-called “blue 
laws of Connectitut’’ have been shown to 
be false, ironical and malignant. But it 
must be confessed he caught the spirit of 
early sectarian Connecticut when he wrote: 

*‘No one shall travel, cook victuals, make

br: “Hughes ts a Weslyan Hethodist; 
therefore he ts a “dissenting minister.’ 
All English clergymen who do not labor for 
the Church of England are “dissenting 
ministers.”” He is the editor of the Metho- 
dist Times, a weekly of enormous circula- 
tion throughout Great Britain and of vast 
influence. He is an ideal revivalist, and 
it may have been his success ‘as a leader 
of great religious movements that made 
him also become a leader of the Radicals— 
a great political movement. 

He fought hard for W. T. Stead when the 
latter began his ““Modern Babylon” expos- 
ures, and probably did as much as the 
original crusader did to scotch the dreadfl 
evils then made public for the first time. 
He has been absolutely fearless, He has 
been as ready to attack phat he thought 
was wrong among bis own™people as he has 
been to attack what he thought was wrong 
among his natural opponents, 

_According to police estimate 60,000 aban- 
doned women walk the streets of London 
nightly. And at noonday they are almost as 
many as at midnight. They make no effort 
to hide their presence or to cloak their 
trade. No locality is too prominent or too 
exclusive to be infested by them. They 
hover about the great hotels, tracking 
guests to their very doors, and calling to 
them from the sidewalks as they pass into 
the vestibules. In the music halls they are 
ever present, being the only women patrons 
of the promenades in the two biggest and 
most popular places of that kind—tLe Em- 
> and the Alhambra. 
the busses they can often be un- 
mistakably identified, and there are many 
‘ho devote their entire attention to the 
derground railroads. Among this divi- 
sion of the army of the abandoned are so 
many professional blackmailers that the 
se man in London makes it one of the 
rules of his life never to enter a compart- 
ment in which a woman sits alone, and 
never to remain in one in which he has 
been left alone with a woman by depart- 
ing passengers, The experience of Lord 
George Gordon thas been repeated scores 
of times in London undergrounds. 


These things the Rev. Hugh Price Hughes 
has made up his mind to fight. ‘“‘London,”” 
he said to a Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
“needs reforming worse than New York 
did, or Chicago does, or San Francisco does, 
She is not in the hands of corrupt poli- 
ticilans, but she is the victim of a system 
which is probably the most striking ex- 
ample of primitive ignorance to-day ex- 
isting anywhere in the world. 

‘You must know that while under the 
municipal cng te ha age acts all the smaller 
cittes of Gfeat Britain are governed accord- 
ing to a. rational and compact municipal 
system, London has never been recog- 
nized as a city. In the heart of London _« 
a district of less than a square mile’s area, 
and only about 38,000 population. This is 
the ancient City of London, and it has a 
recognized city government, at the head of 
which is the famed Lord Mayor, At the 
present time the city is the most corrupt 
spot on the face of the earth, It has-been 
literally bankrupted by thievery and orim- 
inally management. 

“All around the city stretches real Lon- 
fion. Built for solid miles of brick ‘and 
stone and mortar in every direction, con- 
taining a population of more than four 
millions, the greatest cénter of wealth 
in existence. Each county. in Lon- 
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‘The crusade created a great storm. Much 
of the opposition I can attribute to nothing 
except ignorance, But we won, and the 
‘promenade’ was closed so far as it was in 
our power to close it. We were in many 
public prints denominated the “prowling 
prudes,’ but our prowling was not without 
purpose or results, 


“So much for that. It was the first skir- 
mish of the battle which must sooner or 
later be fought out in London, The present 
state of things cannot and must not last 
long. All sorts of remedies have been sug- 
gested, The license theory has found many 
supporters, but it will never prevail. It 
eannot.and it myst not. A wrong cannot 
be righted by a legal toleration. The issue 
must be met fairly and squarely. 

“T have heard much ridicule of the spirit 
which forbids the enforcement of the law 
prohibiting solicitation by women unless a 
similar law for men be passed. It is the 
right spirit, though. I will not admit that 
the worst characters on the streets of Lon- 
don are women. Once the other plan was 
tried. Out of it arose the ‘Cass case,’ and 
affair celebrated in London. Miss Cass was 
arrested and so legally misused that griev- 
ous harm was done to her, yet she was as 
pure and innocent a girl as there is in 

ndon. 

“Such a miscarriage of justice, if brought 
to public attention, is certain to arouse 
much indignation among the English peo- 
ple. Since that time the law forbidding the 
operations of street-walkers has been a 
dead letter. It will not be revived until 
London becomes a city in governmental 
system as well as fact. Then the metropoli- 
tan police will pass into municipal control 
and.it will be safe to trust them with one 
of their most obvious but dangerous duties. 

*I do not by any means wish to say, 
though, that no effort will be made to put a 
stop to solicitation here. Other roads than 
that which offers the police opportunities 
for unlimited blackmail exist, and along 
one of these there will be a movement be- 
fore long. London realizes that the condi- 
tion of her streets is more than a Jocal blot. 
London will be a place worth watching 
during the next twelve months.”’

El D. Ake, the veteran editor of the Iron 
County Register, published at Ironton, Mo., 
“was born in Woodbury, Bedford County, 
"Penn. . September 19, 182. In 185%, when 
but a boy 14 years of age, he, with his par- 
ents, removed to Ceder County, Io., and 


the following year came to Missouri, lo- 
cating at Ironton, where with the excep- 
tion of the war period and another short 
interval, he has continuelly resided. He 
com leted his education at the Arcadia 
Seminary, at one time one of the most re- 
nowned institutions in Southern Missouri. 
In August, 1861, he enlisted in the Federal 
service, serving three years. He then Tre- 
turned home and engaged in newspaper 
work, which had been interrupted by the 
war. In 1869 he became editor and pub- 
lished of the Register, and every succeeding 
issue to this date has been made under his 
direction. In 1873 he established the Journal 
at Potosi, Mo., but finding it impossible to 
give both papers the personal attention 


required the Journal was discontinued 
y oy 1874, and from that time the Regis- 
ter has received his undivided attention. 
a logical, forcible writer, and 
Boateane has for many years been rec- 
ognized as one of the leading Democratic 
papers of the State. Long before the Cleve- 
land message of 1877 made the tariff an 
oversuages issue @6 between the two 
es Mr. e was a ae y reformer, and 
he files of his paper } show that he 
has been fighting for that principle of Dem- 
ocracy for over 3 years.”
